CONTROL KILOWATT DEMAND 


Many of Consumers Power Company’s commercial and 
industrial customers are served under rates that include a 
kilowatt (kW) demand charge as well as a kilowatthour 
(kWh) charge for energy consumption. A lower demand charge 
may be realized by monitoring and controlling electric loads 
during the hours the demand on the utility system is the highest. 


Chart 1 shows a typical daily use pattern for a customer 
facility. Chart 2 illustrates the effect demand control can have 
on a facility’s load profile. In this example, the peak demand 
has been reduced 36 kW. If this reduction in peak demand 
is attainable each month, annual savings in demand charges of 
at least $1,200 can be expected.

Two bays of the third 
floor have been removed to create a 
two-story atrium in the center of the 
building. The natural light provided 
by the center skylight makes the 
atrium a friendly place for the office 
collection of plants and trees.

The three story building has one of 
the several skylights open from the 
ground floor entry-way up to the 
third floor lobby, creating a nice 
surprise for the first time visitor, and 
a feeling of continuity for regular 
occupants. 

While the interior of the building 
has been basically preserved the 
exterior underwent considerable 
change in order to make the strong 
statement demanded by the site. 

The entire exterior is clad with 
new brown brick, harmonizing with 
the new bronze glass windows. The 
ground floor entrance lobby floor is 


of brown brich pavers extending 
outside the building entrance and 
across a corner of the park. 

The corner of the first and second 
floors has been cut back to provide a 
sense of entry over the front door and 
actually creates a covered entrance, a 
nice touch in our northern weather. 
The round tower is new, providing a 
stairwell for all three floors and the 
new elevator. 

The duct for the new mechanical 
system is exposed and painted in 
strong bright colors. Light fixtures 


are economical industrial types and 
provide a good touch. In-house 
design talents produced the light 
system in the conference room on the 
third floor made of chrome plated 
aluminum siding set as a canopy in 
the low ceiling areas and studded 
with clear filiment showcase lights.

Scrymgeour, 89, died in Arlington, 
VA where he moved from Detroit 
following his retirement in 1961. 

During his 47 years with the 
architectural firm, he was the 
architect in charge of the Ford Motor 
Co’s Highland Park Plant and some 
of the River Rouge Plant facilities. 

He was also involved in University 
of Michigan projects, including 
Angell Hall and Hill Auditorium. 

In the early 1930's he was chief of 
staff for a group of 200 AKA 
employees who with the approval of 
the U.S. government, were sent to 
the Soviet Union to erect 570 plants 
there. The assignment also included 
training more than 1500 Russians in 
the design of industrial facilities and 
drafting methods. 

Before and during World War II, 
he helped to design many of 
America’s defense facilities. 


and Cincinnati before joining AKA 
in 1914. 

A close associate of Albert Kahn, 
the firm's founder, Scrymgeour was 
elected to the AKA board of 
directors and named secretary of the 
company in 1943. He was appointed 
vice-president in 1954. 

He was a member of the AIA, the 
MSA, the ESD and the Detroit 
Historical Society.
